RESUME  OF  OPERATIONS: 

Appropriations  to  the  extent  of  $222,738.00  as  set  forth  in  Exhibit 
"G"  were  adopted  on  March  11,  1946  at  the  annual  adjourned  Town 
Meeting. 

A  tax  rate  of  17  mills  was  voted  on  taxable  property  of  $9,680,052.00 
which  together  with  Indirect  Revenues  from  miscellaneous  sources, 
Old  Age  Assistance  Taxes  and  Unappropriated  Surplus,  balanced  the 
Appropriations  set  forth  above.  Two  additional  appropriations  total- 
ling $6,500.00  as  shown  in  Exhibit  "G"  were  voted  at  subsequent 
Special  Town  Meetings.

EXHIBIT  "A"— GENERAL  FUND 

CASH  ON  HAND— $155.86 

Cash  on  hand  was  verified  by  actual  count  and  was  deposited  in  th«. 
bank  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  year. 

CASH  ON  DEPOSIT— $2,535.86 

Cash  in  bank  was  confirmed  with  the  depository,  the  New  Haven 
Bank,  N.B.A.  and  found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  town  records. 
All  cash  is  promptly  deposited.  The  deposits  are  readily  traceable  to 
receipts,  and  balances  are  reconciled  monthly  with  bank  statements. 

WORKING  FUNDS— $125.00 

The  funds  of  the  Justice  Court  are  on  deposit  with  the  Home  National 
Bank  of  Meriden,  Connecticut,  with  whom  the  balance  was  confirmed. 
The  details  of  this  fund  are  shown  in  Schedule  (9). 
The  Tax  Collector  fund  represents  cash  used  for  making  change.   This 
was  verified  by  actual  count. 

UNCOLLECTED  TAXES— $4,856.19 

The  balances  of  the  uncollected  taxes  were  confirmed  to  the  extent 
of  approximately  20%.  An  analysis  of  replies  for  said  confirmations 
is  set  forth  in  Exhibit  "N".  The  list  of  uncollected  taxes  was  checked 
with  the  rate  bills  and  footings  verified.  The  respective  balances  of 
the  delinquent  accounts  were  drawn  off  on  adding  machine  tapes 
and  found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  Control  Accounts.  The  Ab- 
stract was  found  to  be  properly  prepared  and  acknowledged  under 
oath  by  three  assessors.  The  Abstract  footings  of  the  tax  amounts 
were  verified  and  found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  Current  Rate 
Bill,  which  was  duly  signed  by  the  Selectmen.  The  Tax  Collector's 
Warrant  was  also  duly  executed. 

There  were  no  abatements  of  taxes  on  real  property.  Errors  of  addi- 
tions and  deductions,  as  well  as  transfers  to  the  Suspense  Tax  Book, 
were  properly  approved  by  the  Boards  of  Assessors  and  Selectmen. 
Abatements  of  Old  Age  Assistance  Taxes  were  made  to  taxpayers  for 
reasons  as  noted  in  Schedule  (6)  herein.  All  collections  by  the  Tax 
Collector  were  duly  deposited  and  were  in  agreement  with  the  total 
receipts  and  deposits  by  the  Town  Treasurer  to  whom  all  receipts  are 
turned  over. 

A  test  check  of  interest  and  penalties  disclosed  that  same  was  imposed 
in  accordance  with  statutory  regulations.

UNCOLLECTED  TAXES— (continued) 

Old  Age  Assistance  Taxes  were  verified  with  the  current  Rate  Book 
and  found  to  be  in  agreement  with  those  in  the  Enrollment  List  after 
lawful  corrections,  which  were  properly  authorized  in  writing.  All 
collections  of  these  taxes  were  duly  recorded  and  in  agreement  with 
Treasurer's  Cash  Receipts  from  this  source. 

ACCOUNTS   RECEIVABLE— $10,937.21 

This  total  represents  amounts  receivable  from  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut as  set  forth  in  Schedule  (10)  and  was  verified  at  the  source. 

NOTE  PAYABLE  -  BANK— $4,500.00 

As  authorized  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  September  19,  1946, 
the  Selectmen  issued  the  above  note  to  the  Home  National  Bank  of 
Meriden,  Conn,  for  a  temporary  loan  of  $4,500.00.  This  money  was 
used  to  liquidate  the  additional  appropriation,  also  voted  at  the  above 
Special  Town  Meeting,  providing  for  alteration  of  the  Town  Hall  to 
furnish  additional  space  for  the  Cheshire  Fire  Department. 

ACCOUNTS    PAYABLE— $2,850.86 

This  sum  represents  all  available  unpaid  invoices  as  listed  in  detail 
in  Schedule  (11).

SURPLUS

EXHIBIT  "C"— CAPITAL  FUND 

A  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  on  February  17,  1947.  At  that  time 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  were  empowered  to  borrow  $120,000.00  in 
addition  to  the  $80,000.00  previously  authorized  at  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  held  on  March  5,  1946 — the  sum  of  these  monies  to  be  used 
to  erect  and  equip  a  new  Primary  School. 

Of  the  total  authorization  of  $200,000.00,  to  date  the  sum  of  $111,- 
209.14  has  been  borrowed  on  promissory  notes  from  The  New  Haven 
Bank,  N.B.A.  of  New  Haven. 

CASH  ON  DEPOSIT— $26,820.57 

This  account  represents  the  remaining  balance  of  the  sum  borrowed 
thus  far.  This  balance  was  reconciled  with  the  bank  statement  and 
confirmed  by  the  bank.

CONNECTICUT   TOWARD    SCHOOL    BUILDING    PROGRAM— 

$28,800.00 

Information  obtained  from  the  State  Board  of  Education  at  Hartford, 
Conn,  shows  that  the  above  amount  may  be  expected  to  be  received 
from  the  State  toward  the  cost  of  construction  of  the  new  school. 
However,  as  pointed  out  in  the  foot-note,  such  amount  may  be  in- 
creased to  $48,000.00.

To  the  Board  of  Education,  Cheshire,  Connecticut 
From  John  H.  Thorp,  Superintendent  of  Schools 

Through  this  annual  report  to  the  town  I  will  present  some  of  the 
high  lights  of  the  educational  program,  some  of  the  problems  confront- 
ing the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  some 
of  the  goals  the  school  is  striving  to  attain. 

The  Superintendent  has  made  a  number  of  visits  to  each  of  the 
teachers  in  Cheshire  and  made  observations  in  each  classroom.  These 
have  been  discussed  with  the  principal  and  the  teachers  at  different 
times,  resulting  in  cooperative  planning  of  work  to  be  done.  During  the 
weeks  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  courses  of  study  in  the  various  high 
schools  which  Cheshire  pupils  attend  upon  graduation  from  Humiston 
School,  the  Superintendent  met  several  times  with  the  eighth  grade  to 
counsel  with  them  in  terms  of  the  most  appropriate  choices  of  high 
school  and  course  in  the  high  school  chosen.  The  eighth  grade  teachers 
were  advised  to  give  special  attention  to  helping  the  pupils  develop 
good  habits  of  study  *which  would  carry  over  in  new  situations  which 
they  must  meet  in  high   school. 

During  the  year,  joint  teachers'  meetings  with  Bethany  and  Pros- 
pect were  held  each  month  for  curriculum  study.  This  year  discussions 
centered  around  the  general  language  arts  program,  i.e.,  reading,  spell- 
ing, writing,  language  and  literature.  Miss  Ann  Foberg,  consultant  in 
elementary  education  from  the  State  Department  of  Education  in  Hart- 
ford, with  her  colleagues  gave  professional  leadership  to  the  group.  The 
32  teachers  from  the  three  towns  worked  in  grade  level  groups  to  de- 
velop some  curriculum,  and  teacher  guides. 

Also,  eleven  teachers  from  Cheshire  joined  with  four  from  Prospect, 
two  from  Bethany  and  several  from  other  adjoining  towns  to  take  an 
extension  course  in  the  teaching  of  art,  given  by  the  New  Haven 
Teachers'   College  at  Cheshire. 

Several  changes  were  made  in  the  Humiston  school  building  during 
the  year.  The  boilers  were  converted  to  burning  oil  which  gave  some 
much  needed  relief  to  the  two  members  of  the  custodial  staff.  This 
conversion  also  freed  a  room  used  as  a  coal  bunker  which  has  been 
converted  to  a  modern  kitchen  for  serving  hot  lunches.  The  basement 
rooms  across  the  hall  in  the  rear  building  were  opened  into  one  large 
room  to  be  used  eventually  for  a  dining  room  to  accompany  the  hot 
lunch  kitchen,  but  due  to  increasing  enrollments  it  was  necessary  to 
use  it  for  a  double  kindergarten  for  the  year.  Another  change  made  in 
the  building,  was  to  organize  two  storage  rooms,  one  in  the  basement 
of  each  building,  in  one  of  which  it  is  now  possible  to  store  in  one  place 
all  school  supplies  instead  of  in  a  number  of  scattered  smaller  closets. 
The  other  will  be  used  as  a  textbook  storeroom  for  primary  books. 
Considerable  economy  can  be  made  in  the  purchase  and  use  of  primary 
textbooks  by  the  use  of  this  method  of  storing  these  books. 
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Enrollments  have  increased,  particularly  in  the  primary  grades,  so 
that  last  year  an  additional  teacher  was  added  to  the  staff.  This  still 
left  four  classrooms  with  40  or  more  children.  In  the  spring,  enrollment 
statistics  were  reviewed  and  presented  to  a  Parent-Teacher  meeting  and 
in  Town  Meeting.  The  Building  Committee  composed  of  the  Board  of 
Education  and  the  Selectmen  recommended  the  construction  of  a  new 
school  on  the  Winslow  site  on  the  Waterbury  Road  for  a  kindergarten, 
six  grade  rooms  and  a  general  purpose  room  for  use  as  a  lunchroom, 
playroom  and  auditorium.  A  contract  was  awarded  to  the  Megin  Com- 
pany of  Naugatuck  and  construction  started  on  April  15,  1947.  It  is 
expected  to  be  ready  for  the  opening  of  school  in  September  and  four 
additional  teachers  have  been  engaged.  Three  will  be  transferred  from 
the  Humiston  School  to  make  up  the  staff. 

Stanford  Achievement  Tests  were  given  to  all  pupils  in  Grades  Two 
through  Eight  in  March  as  a  measure  of  comparison  with  national  stand- 
ards. Given  at  that  time,  there  remained  three  months  for  remedial 
work  where  needed.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  60  Eighth  Grade 
pupils'   achievement: 

15  pupils  tested  eleventh  grade 
9  pupils  tested  tenth  grade 
8  pupils  tested  ninth  grade 

11  pupils  tested  eighth  grade 

12  pupils  tested  seventh  grade 

only     5  pupils  tested  below  seventh  grade 

This  is  an  unusually  high  record,  showing  10%  of  the  class  up  to 
grade  and  less  than  5%  more  than  one  year  below  grade  level  achieve- 
ment. In  each  case  the  five  percent  doing  below  seventh  grade  level  of 
work  were  working  up  to  their  capacity  to  do  academic  work. 

On  Thursday,  March  27,  the  eighth  grade  traveled  to  Hartford  to 
observe  the  State  Legislature  at  work.  They  observed  an  outstanding 
example  of  legislative  procedure;  reading  of  a  bill,  floor  debate,  voice 
vote  and  roll  call.

Cheshire,  Connecticut,  September,  1947 
Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen : 

I  hereby  render  my  report  as  Health  Officer  for  Cheshire  for  the 
year  ending  September  1,  1947. 

The  health  conditions  during  the  past  year  have  been  fairly  satis- 
factory. We  had  54  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  31  cases  of  Chickenpox, 
20  cases  of  Pneumonia,  6  cases  of  Infectious  Conjunctivitis,  5  cases  of 
German  Measles,  3  cases  of  Measles,  3  cases  of  Mumps,  3  cases  of 
Pneumonitis,  1  case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  1  case  of  Tuberculosis,  1  case  of 
Syphilis,  and  2  cases  of  Gonorrhea. 

Once  again  we  have  had  no  cases  of  diphtheria,  which  is  a  won- 
derful example  of  the  value  of  immunization. 

Physical  examinations  were  made  and  vaccinations  given  and  im- 
munization against  diphtheria  given  to  all  children  entering  school. 

A  large  number  of  sewerage  nuisances  were  reported  and  much 
time  was  spent  in  inspecting  and  abating  these. 

Clean-up  week  was  observed  with  fine  cooperation.
